Cardinal Manning has caused 
great commotion iu Lonclou by hia 
fulminations against all kinds of 
theatrical repreaeutationa. At a so 
cietv, at .Exeter Hall, on the 21st of 
March, his eminence denounced all cs 
tablishments for dramatic performan 
ces 'from the costly theatre of the r>;h 
to the pouny-gaff of the poor,' as 'one 
vast scale of corruption;' and counsel - 
ied^'&Qd strongly advised all bir hear- 
ers 'never on any aooounb to set their 
feet in one of them.' 

Cardinal Cullen had a pastoral read 
in the Dublin Catholic churches : 
cently, iu which he denounced savornl 
_8ocioties, cautioned the people against 
(-Bending their children to schools 
•which religion is not made the basis of 
education, and deplored what he calls 
the perHccution of the Church 
Switzerland and Germany. He des- 
cribed tho Pope na in wart and povor 
ty, and outreatod tho people for liber- 
al cortributions in aid of his necessi- 
ties. 

News received at Cape Coast Castle 
from Whydah state.-! that the fine im- 
posed on Lho King of Dahomey is 500 
puncheons of palm oil, value £6,000 
The time granted for payment expires 
on the 1st of June. Tho slave report 
states that the slaves are exported 
by canoes from Whydah chiefly by 
Lagoon to ports to the westward. 
The report fully corroborated the 
great cruelties practised in transport- 
ing them owing to the jsmallnesa of 
faanoes and the difficulty of packing 
so many ia them.

•' ' THE TAniFl' QCESTION. 

Mr. Smilho moTod tho ndojitiou of tbo 
report on' tins maKor. Ho i lid not deem 
ug^debatB'Heoessary as Iho rojiort imiroly 
^mbo'died a memorial prayiiiR for tho im- 
position of a protooiive t;uill' on cortuiu 
products of tho Province. 

Mr. Pimbury Becoudod tho motion 
•wbioh was carried. 

Mr. Stoitbo then moved, seoondod by 
Mr.Fisher, that the memorial bo fonvard- 
licl tO'His Excellency the Goveraor-(^- 
oral. 

The. bop. mover said tliat tho nealo in 
tho meiaorial ahowed ilmt if iho proposed 
protoctivo tarifYhnd been in operation for 
12 months ending June :!'), lS7."i,ia Jiou of 
tbo Cauiwliiin luriir Llicro Wiis an apparent 
increase in tho paymuut of duties of SIG,- 
090, bnt ho hold that llio Province was 
competent to supply tho market with 
horsos, cattle, sheep, butter, eggs &c., and 
that the protection i[ imposed wonhl bo 
roduen tho imports from the Stivles tliut 
cvontualiy it would be found a deeroase 
in duties paid ^roald bo the result iustead 
of an increase. 

Mr. Evans said that tho idea of protect- 
ing fiirmerfl who were not aWo to supply 
ihepitj-. Qf Victoria or even raise chicken 
tela ji^sMiaard. ' 

Mr. Smith said protection wouUl insure 
froBh eggs (IttTigbtcr) anil in (he lan^rnago 
of tho Demoslbcnes of the llou-ie-- 
Mr. Fisbor — bo was "surprised" at the 
last speaker, (Laughter.) Tho proposed 
tariff "was a very pretty one, for what hon. 
member preferred .rottou eggs to good 
on3B? It would not injure the miner, but 
protect the farmer and if the junior inem- 
Dor did not gtit rotton-epged f,'oing 
through tho agricultural distriets on lii.s 
yray back to Carilooo, liis numo wasn't 
Smith (loud laughter. ) Two of tbo groat 
evils of the country had been the odej)- 
tiop of .the Canadian tariff and the aboli- 
tidnW the, road tolls. 
' Tilrl' BeaVe'n followed. Ho consiaerod 
the report and memnriid absurvl in tho 
face of financial dilliculties. He was 
thoroughly opiiosed to ijrolo.itiuu which 
meant taxation of the cuu.suinor. 

Mr. Smith said tho hon. genllenian 
knew nothing about the mutter; ha didn't 
understand anything. (Laughter.) 

Dr.Tolmie said Mr. 13eaveu was neither 
particular about hia facta nor scrupulous 
about his figures. (Hoar, hear.) The me- 
morial had been restricted advisedly and 
in all probability the protoction it afford- 
ed would result in a deere.ase of import 
duties. Chicken feed, as Mr. Evans cho.so to 
call wh^t» would be admitted froo. That 
gentl0lbad"seemed to be unaware what a 
luge .acfia of land it took to supply 
the qgjlf |p| Yiotpria with beef, muttoa 
end porK. The very goods which came 
from the States and deprived tho farmers 
of a market were admitted almost free 
and operated in just as unfavorable a 
manner as did tho goods sold by "drum- 
mers" to tho city merchant^. The hon. 
member for Victoria made a "thunder- 
ing" mistake too when ha said that farm- 
ers bought their bay all tho year round. 
Sometimoa it happened that a farmer sold 
too much hay and hud to pnrcliaso during 
the winter to keep ujj hia cattle, 

Mr.Pimbnry said that ho knew farmers 
could not find a market for their butter 
last year. (Hear.) He felt satisQod there 
VM good reason for asking for protection] 
"iSs'it ^vas well known that the agricultural 
intorost wanted a stimulus. Tho cost of 
clearing land, lack of improved niaeliin- 
ery, no recii)ro('al trade and other circuiu- 
Btnnces demanded thut pro lucn-s should 
ho snfflciontly [jrotoLited to en ih'e them to 
compete with the neighboring states. He 
did not see why free trade should be ex 
tended to those who did not reciprocate. 

Mr. Armstrong followed and .said h* 
hod alouo been the unwavering sn]>iioi ter 
of protection; all other hon. gentli>men 
having changiMl tin ir opinion. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said meml;ors 
'•'were doubtless surprised at tbo turrihloef- 
tort .at oratory nmdo l)y the member for 
New Westminster district, and he felt 
convinced they must have been insnlted 
when that gentleman put hims-3lf forth as 
tho only true and unwavering friond of 
tho farmer on tho floor of this Ibjusc To 
show how utlor lyunworthy o fcrinloiice whs 
this would-bo champion-of-agrienlture's 
Bt.'itemont in this connoction ho would re- 
fer to tho journals of tho session of 1872. 
Tbero ho found, in the debate on tl'.e 
adoption of tbo Canadian tarilT, that ho 
(Mr. HumpliroysJ had moved an amend- 
ment to tho simple adojjtion to tho effect 
that whilst adopting it it was desir.d)lo 
that it should bo so modified as to utTord 
prot«ct(07i to the agricultural Interest. That 
amendment had been v.oted down and 
amoogat the names of those members who 
had refused to afford the protection sought 
he saw the prominent one of the ex-Fi- 
nance MinisUn- — Akmstuono. So much 
for tho unwavering ehamijionshipl 
(obeors.) With reference to tho speech 
. -Jof the Bsnior member for Victoria city — 
Mr. Beavea — that distinguished g.-nt'e- 
Inanwa8a8as^fd,iD0onsi^tent audillogical, 
for ^n.t^e fftce of his support to a bill 
knovrn aflifie "firuramer s'Bill,' *to afTord 
tho merohant of Victoria prot^'cfiim, how 
oould ho with tbij least degroii o\ cunsis- 
tjncy rofu.io to protuct tl;o farmer who 
was placed in proci3;-ly a simil.ir priHliea- 
mout to the mereluinl 'i* 'i'he cost of cloav- 
ing the land, tho cost of the land itself, 
■ ctJie'Value'ot seeds and labor were high in 
this Province, far higher than in th" 
neighboring Slatos, and it was tlmreforo 
impoBsiblo nay, unreasonablo to imagine 
that without a iliHcrimiim'ing taril! the 
farmer of tho lower sections of British 
Columbia could compote successfully with 
imported products (cheers). If was uujust 
. dot the senior member /or Victoria city to 
i ;|«^i\1hi4>88]l^ 1^' every opportunity to 
'" 'abase' (be farmer (ho;ir, hear), and to so 
lfpti08e'^!fSCe'6tion for him. It was impos 
•itue, however, to drum anything lilio 
•" ' reason into that gentleman's Liead (luugh- 
fc.. tei') , who pretended that ho could not sea 
0.- |hat the farmer was nnablo to compete 
.irilh ths foreign prodi^cor . ^ho arrived 
". here, tlire\v his prodiioti ori the market 
and effectod foreed flaleH(hear,hear) . How 
" quickly tho merchant eoiigUt legislation 
when he found foreign compotiiion op- 
•t^'^MOd him/ ftsd how quickly he obtain- 



ed it. But it was not eo with tho farmers; 
they, unfortunately, were scattered and 
had not the same moans of concentration 
and oojadi^:»nles9-jfftiiifcl^l!ly ^piisenti. 
eJ in tho House, obtain tho ear of jusfioe. 
If the}' could, bo felt assured that tho pro- 
Hi nt stale of thinga would not bo allowed 
to exist !on.g (oheers) . Tbo fanner had 
not been treated fairly; that could not bo 
deiiiod, and it was theduty of every hon. 
meniker even at this lato period to exert 
every olTort to foster an interest so im- 
portant to tho Province as that of ngri- 
ciiltiiro (obeors) . He hoped the memori- 
al would pnss and attain some good ead<i 

(Hear, boar.) 

Mr. Mara said that 'a prominent stock- 
raiser on tho in.iinland bad ri'cautly I'on- 
tractod for tho delivery of 2,000 head of 
beef cattle at Salt Lake ; largo bands of 
horses also existed on tho muiuland ; this 
was a rebuttal of Mr. Boavon's Btatemont 
that there wore no cnttlo and no horses 
in the country-. Ho (Mr. ^lara) had voted 
for tho adoption of tho Canadian t.iriir in 
jiroferonco to tho Briti-h Columbian tariff. 
He had novertholass always been in favor 
of a niodifiod tarilT and intended to sup- 
port tho memorial, although be fcaced it 
would not be auo Jcssful. Itconld do no 
harm, and possibly might, do good. 
It would at least elicit a decided answer 
and set the matter at rest. 

Mr. Uouglns dill not agreo with the 
memorial which he thought would result 
in additional taxation of tho people of 
Victoria. Thu fault, if any existed, rest- 
ed entirely with tho farmer himself. Ho 
would therefore uove in amendment that 
tho report be not adopted. (No! No !) 

Some dilTiculty was found in obtaining 
a seconder of the auieudmont, but ovent- 
ually Afr. Bryden seconded it. 

Mr. Williams advoonted protection and 
would vote for tho meuiorinl. 

Mr. Fisher, said whilst not agreeing 
with some liou. goutloinaQ who sujiported 
tho memorial, ho neverihelois thought it 
would do good and oould not possibly do 
any harm. Ha did not think the modifi- 
cation would affect the mainland ot all, 
1)111 it would alTect, Nanaimo and Victoria. 
Only one-tliird or onc-lialf of tlie duty 
would bo jiaid by the eonsuiner ; tho 
farmer would bo encouraged and tho pro- 
tection would act as a bounty for the cul- 
tivation of the soil. The Canadian tariff 
was^^ssentially a protective tftdfiTj^ 'bi|£,it 
di'Tuot sufliciently protect the farmer of 
thi ; provinc;-!. Tu Eastern Provinces tho 
agricultuial laterest could protect itself, 
lu no country did free trade exist at pre.a- 
ont, and it was absurd to say that the 
consumer would foul thosligbt extra duty 
proposed. The farmer sadly needed pro- 
tection and protection bo m'nst' Have'. 
With it an era of prosperity would -dawn 
upon him and his neighbors. (Choer.^.) 

Mr. Beaven availod himself of tho right 
to si)eak to the aiuondment and roiteratad 
his opposition to protection. Ho charac 
t-<jrized the momonal us bogus and assert- 
ed that tho farmer was already too highly 
protected. 

Mr. Pimbnry said it was a wiell under- 
stood thing thiit when the tariff was 
chaogod a modifioation would bo obtained 
and ho siuceroly hoped tho niemorinl 
would liave some influence in Canada. 

Mr. Ashdrew a simile b'jlsvoen tho pres- 
ent case and the imposition of an import 
daty on iron in Pennsylvania. Ho was 
strongly in favor of protoction to the 
farmer and could not understand the po- 
sition taken by some hoA.'gefitlQaieQ. j° 

Dr. Tolmie said protection would in- 
crea'(0 production and that even if tho me- 
morial did not attiiu any good the House 
was bound to try to Htiinulato the agri- 
cultural iutorest. (Hear.) 

Mr. Evans did not want protaction bnt 
facility of communioi'tiou with tho Island 
markets. Beef was selling in (iariboo ut 
() cents por pound and they defied compo- 
tilion thoro. Ho charaotorizod the ino- 
moriul ns an illusion and onlv framed to 
secure tho good opinion of farmers out- 
side of the House. [No! No! and order.] 
Mr. Mara said it was iasulliug to thu 
committee to say that the report waa bo- 
gus and oaly intended to hoodwink the 
farmers. It was also an insult to assort 
that the Domininn Clovoriiment wjuld 
call tho HouFe luiialies for asking forpro- 
tertion. Prottn-tion was iioe.ssary and 
would act as a guarantee to tho agricultu- 
ral intiirest. Capt. Evans had suid it 
would not affect hia oonbtituency, — then 
why did he oppose the {nemorial when he 
saw seven out of eleven^lslahd represent- 
atives favor it? [Hnar. liear. ] The hon. 
gentleman then explained tho Ijonefit a 
modilicatioii of tlii! tariff would produce, 
<luriiig which he was loudly aiiplanded. 

Mr. lluiuphrcys niaiatauiod that tlie 
memorial was geniiineaud quoted tp show 
that some statements made£by-OaptiiiBvaos 
woro utterly without facts or'fonnaatlon. 

Mr. Smith followed, again strongly ad- 
vocating protection. 

Mr. Sinitlu! had not anticipated ho long 
a d(.d>ato inasmuch as tho qm'btiou lind 
lu.eu HO fr('(juoiitly disouRsod before. Ho 
was still a sinciu'o advocate of protection, 
although his elTorts for it iu thu past had 
not boon successful. Thore was no inten- 
tion of hoodwinking tho farmora, who 
were simply anxious to know their fate in 
connection with protection. It was to the 
interest of the farmer to cultivate thu 
lauds and to place himsolf in a position 
to supply tiie various markets ; his inter- 
(^st.s wore identical with those of the mer- 
chant, and bo was surpri.iod to seo tho 
senior member for Victoria city and the 
junior one for Ctriboo ndvoeatiog that 
tho markets be supidied by foreigners in- 
stead of Brit i-li Ooluaibiaiis. Could tlioy 
not see that the prop "id incrciso in duty 
would result benelicially to tho country, 
inasmuch as tbo fanner, being by it ena- 
bled to supply the markots, tho demand 
for imported pruduota would fall away to 
somothiug merely, nonin&l.'^tt^i ooose- 
(lueutly instead of an increase in duties 
actually paul a decrease would bo visible 
auil a groat amount of tho money now 
sent out of tho Province to support for- 
eign producers would remain and be oir- 
culatod hero. [ Hear, hoar, j He was sorry 
to BOO ilio amondmont moved and second- 
ed hy members of ih.e coiumit^^^ appoioit- 
od to draw up tho very ro port before thd 
House. Tho hon. gentleman thou quoted 
many instances of roiil hftrdi.hip cauHod 
by the glutting of tho inarUots by im- 
])orled products auil said that tho condi- 
tion of alfairs demanded iiumodiato pro- 
tection to tho farming interest. 

Mr. Bryden said he wa&QppiOded to pro- 
tecting the farmer any more than at pro- 
pent; it was tho miner who needed ]irotBO- 
tion. Tho country was novor destined to 
become an agricultural one, but would bo 
eventually a mining country. 

Tho que.-.tiou was thou put ond tho 
amendment was rojooted ; the ^rosolntion 
being BabBec|aently ijfttried by a vote of 
15 to 6: —

Dr. Ash moved that it be read this day 
3 months. 

Mr. Smith —Wliile we are disoussiug 
this 2)oint wo might pass ihu Bill. It is 
highly ueceasary and Mairlsnd interests 
require tho constant presonoo there of a 
Judge. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said the prinoi 
pie aud necesiity of the Bill had been n 
long time before the House and were woU 

understood by lion, m-mbors. 

Ciqit. Evans thout;lit that for the duo 
conaider.it. on of tliis Bill more time aliould 
have been givon.

prived of ttie means of (d)taining any re- 
dress. If, as tho hnn. the Premior had 
8.aid, the ciicuits of the Supreme Court 
would bo regulated as tier.ituforo, it is as 
much as to w.xy tliat Kootonay shall 
have no Circuit Court at all, or 
any other, as that baa been the case heri- 
tofore. The hon. gontlouiau appealed to 
tho House to afford the people of hia dis- 
trict an oiiportunity of obtaining that jus- 
tice wliich IS dc'iieil to no other portion of 
tbo Province. (Cheers). 

In answer to ;\Ir. Vowell 'Hon. Mr; El- 
liott said it would bo absurd to odd Koot,- 
eoay to the New We^tuiinster Judicial Dis- 
trict, because one Judge could not attend 
to both districts Ho was afraid if thoy 
af-ked too much of the Dominion Ooveru- 
mcnl the Bill would be disnUowed; how 
ever, ho would not object to an additional 
clause.

Cosmos on the 20th October, 1875. 

This sum does not appear in any of th« 
ReqOisjitionS'Or Orders in Council signed 
by the Governor, but was paid by tho 
Treasurer on tho verbal order of Mr. 
Armstrong, tho Finnuoe Minister. 

Mr. Armstrong departed from the rule 
of the ofllce, and ordered the amoont to 
bo paid and outorod, as it appears, under 
"inisve/laiii'.ou^" items, without the usual 
order of the Auditor in such oases. 

Some portion of this amount is said to 
bo included in a sum of two hundred aud 
fifty dollars in a Requisition No. 4, in tho 
month of April, six months boforo tho 
payment was made, and the remainder 
out of a sum of ono thousand dollars in 
Requisition No. 12, in the month of Da- 
comber, or two montbs after. 

The last Requisition is accompanied by 
a Memorandum, dated Slst January, 1876, 
and approved by tho Governor on the 
25th January; but the whole transaction 
is mythically mixed.
